HALSTEAD AND THE SENATE.

It is telegraphed from Washington that
‘““one of the pointa which Benators have
against Mr. Havsraan isthat he has spoken
disrespectfully of the Benate ns & body, and
the Benate has sstablished a precedent that
editors s0 offending ahall not be ocon-
firmed."”

If there be muy truth in this the Presl-
dent should by repeated and continued
nominations of outspoken editors defend
the freedom of the press. The Benate has
n perfect right to refuse to confirm the
nomination of Mr. Harsrean as Minister to
Germany if it considers him an unfit man
for the place. It has no right to reject
him because he has exercised his natursl
and constitutional right to ecriticise that
body, or even to ‘' spenk disrespectfully "
of it. There s no racred Banhedrim In
this glorious country with the Inberited
privilege of exemption from erlticlsm.

The Benate of the United Btates has not
always commanded or deserved the respect
of honest citizens. It merited severe cen.
sure when it declined to investigate re-
sponsible charges of flagrant bribery and
corruption in connectlon with the election
of one of its members—8enntor Payxg, of
Ohjo. Mr. Hatarzap may have Indulged
in unnecessary personal reflections in hias
comments upon that scandalous refusal.
But his characterization of the action of
the Senate was none too severe.

If the Benate shall array Itself against
the freedom of the press it will enter upon
s hopeless contest, It cannot mugzle the
press by withholding offices from edltors.
And it will invite a pluiner speech than its
members may relish,

A OALAMITY AVERTED,

The painful dissensions which have
arisen in New York soclety with reference
to the coming Centennial celebration have
been supplemented by an ebullition of a
remarkable character at Albany. Happlly
the excitement attending the latter has
subsided and disastrous results have ap-
parently been averted.
